rt  is  apparent  that  the  three 
lysics  staff  members  were  all 
Hood  teachers." 

He  also  noted  that  the  physical 
lacilities  now  being  remodeled 
Ire  "commodious  for  the  teaching 
!  f  the  undergraduate  and  grad- 
uate program,  but  there  is  a 
ijhortage  of  space  for  much  re- 
fearch  work.  It  appears  they  will 
[Jill  the  shortage  as  their  research 
program   grows." 

The  current  program  in  physics 
ferew  out  of  recommendations 
iade  by  Dr.  Mark~"W.  Zamansky 
In  a  similar,  but  less  favorable, 
•valuation  of  the  physics  pro- 
gram in   1958. 

In  praising  the  offerings  for 
future  physicists.  Dr.  Carr  noted 
[hat  "in  the  next  few  years  a 
good  M.S.  program  can  be  es- 
tablished." He  said  that  a  basic 
[bore  offering  in  theoretical  phy- 
sics, electricity  and  magnetism, 
|ind  quantum  mechanics  could  be 
?iven  at  the  M.S.  level  by  the 
"well  prepared"  staff.  He  also 
observed  that  staff  members 
?ould  offer  other  graduate-level 
courses  in  their  specialities. 

At  present,  physics  students  at 
[the  graduate   level  can  earn   the 
S.  in  Mathematics,  with  course 
rork   about   equally   divided   be- 
tween physics  and  math.

A  flight  training  program  was 
initiated  Monday,  Nov.  29,  for 
members  of  the  Reserve  Officers 
Training  Corps.  Northwestern  is 
one  of  25  schools  participating 
in  such  a  program  in  a -five  state 
area. 

To  qualify  for  flight  training, 
students  must  have  attained  jun- 
ior standing  or  have  completed 
their  ROTC  requirements.

Upon  completing  flight  train- 
ing and  baccalaureate  require- 
ments, the  cadets  will  receive  a 
civilian  pilot  license  from  the 
Federal  Aviation  School  at  Fort 
Rucker,  Ala.  As  pilots,  they  are 
obligated  to  a  minimum  of  three 
years  active  duty.
